We think so for several reasons. 

In the first place, these races afford a meet- 
ing ground for young people—we will leave 
their seniors out of sight for the present—in- 
finitely more conducive to health than any 
other we can boast of. If our young and 
growing girls had more out-of-door festiyi- 
ties, leading them to breathe the fresh gir of 
Heaven, instead of.crowding night after 
night in ball rooms, can any ohe doubt that 
they would gain in physical strength, with- 
out losing any of the beauty for which they 
are renowned the world over?

Thére are 
Plenty of in-door amusements, ‘but what 
temptation is there. to take a long ride or 
drive, except. during the race meetings at 
Jerome Park? 

Again, we can imagine Rev. H. Warp 
Bsecuer; or any other popular preacher, 
recommending his people to visit Fordham 
at a time like the present, because it tends 
tq, cultivate a love of nature—too often 
crashed out amid the wear and tear of City 
life. Croquet parties and’ picnics’ might 
easily be arranged for the Park; and as the 
spot became more frequented we should soon 
see. equestriamsm—that most healthy of all 
éxercises—growing into popularity under the 
influence of an attractive ‘place to ride out 
to.

We observe, however, that much fear was 
expressed. in the Convention that “New- 
York would. be hostile”. to this movement, 
and that.“New-York City influence would 
Irish immigrants in that 


to. retain them for their votes, which are 
always very welcome to. professional poli- 
tinans. But any Teasonable scheme which 
would really deliver the immigrants from 
the landsharks that swim around new ar- 
tivals, and from the tenement-house horrors 
which await them soon after, would be as 
heartily supported by the intelligent and hu- 
mane citizens of New-York as by those of 
St. Louis. Indeed, our friends in the latter 
city may héreafter find such established in- 
stitutions as the Irish Emigrant Aid Society 
of this City valuable financial allies in their 
own project. 

The great difficulty, of course, is in select- 
ing a plan which will command general sup- 
port. ‘Hundreds of millions of acres of un- 
occupied lands now await settlers at. the 
West; all substantially free; for every ac- 
tnal settler under the new Homestead. law 
is entitled to a quarter section by merely oc- 
eupying it. Or, if immigrants work: for the 
great corporations who have got free posses- 
sion of so much of the public domain, doubt- 
less they-can buy of them fora trifie more 
land than they can cultivate,
